But no one wants that 
to happen. “It would just 
have a devastating impact 
on western Kentucky,” 
said Judge-executive Hugh 
McCormick. “The trickle- 
down effect on how many 
jobs are created by Rio 
Tinto is unreal.” 

The other shoe, nev¬ 
ertheless, has dropped. 
The Century Aluminum 


smelter at Hawesville filed 
a similar notice last Au¬ 
gust. Now the clock is tick¬ 
ing on both smelters. The 
situation is complicated, 
and there is yet a chance 
that it may be sorted out, 
but it carries enormous 
implications for the eco¬ 
nomic well-being of west¬ 
ern Kentucky. 

A study commissioned 


last year by the General 
Assembly concluded the 
Hawesville smelter was 
probably correct in esti¬ 
mating its 771 jobs and 471 
indirect jobs had an annual 
economic footprint of $95 
million. The report’s au¬ 
thors were skeptical, how¬ 
ever, of Alcan’s claims that 
the Sebree smelter’s 488 
employees and associated 


indirect jobs added total 
value of $198 million to 
the local economy, calling 
that figure “substantially 
overstated.” There’s little 
doubt, however, that the 
Sebree smelter’s local im¬ 
pact is significant, to say 
the least. 

The aluminum smelters 
in Sebree and Hawesville 
are the two biggest cus¬ 
tomers of Kenergy Corp.,

Big Rivers

Kenergy Corp. and its 
sister co-ops have inter¬ 
vened in Big Rivers Elec¬ 
tric Corp.’s request to 
significantly raise rates, 
estimating the impact on 
their customers will be 
greater than Big Rivers 
had originally estimated. 

The Owensboro Mes¬ 
senger-Inquirer reports 
that Kenergy, as well as 
Jackson Purchase Energy 
Corp. and Meade County 
Rural Electric Coopera¬ 
tive, filed the paperwork 
Wednesday with the Ken¬ 
tucky Public Service Com¬ 
mission. 

They say a proposed 
increase by Big Rivers 
would increase rates for a 
typical customer by about 
$24 each month. Repre¬ 
sentatives from all three 
companies say they want 
to minimize the impact. 

Henderson-based Big 
Rivers has said the ap¬ 
proximately $74 million 
increase is needed due to 
the August closure of its 
largest customer, Centu¬ 
ry Aluminum in Hancock 
County, which accounts 
for nearly 40 percent of Big 
Rivers’ annual revenue. 
Big Rivers had estimated 
the monthly electric bill 
for a typical residential 
customer would increase 
by more than $20 because 
of the loss of that custom¬ 
er. 

Big Rivers has said it 
will seek to sell power to

“Everything a child has 
is within them and we as 
adults are just responsible 
to help them unlock those 
things and learn alongside 
them,” said Diann Hailey 
with Audubon Area Head 
Start.

Renowned Reggio Emil¬ 
ia Approach educators 
Amelia Gambetti and Leila 
Gandini were the featured 
speakers, recounting the 
history of the Italian-based 
teaching method. Gam¬ 
betti shared how teach¬ 
ers in Italy documented a 


squirrel project that had 
engaged their students. 

A fat squirrel had enrap¬ 
tured the young kids who 
rarely saw squirrels. Soon 
the children had come up 
with a diet plan for the 
squirrel, using counting 
dots to plan how many

■ Children, relatives 
remember lost crew

CAPE CANAVERAL, Fla. - 

Schoolchildren joined 
NASA managers and rela¬ 
tives of the lost crew of 
space shuttle Columbia 
on Friday to mark the 10th 
anniversary of the tragedy 
and remember the seven 
astronauts who died. 

More than 300 people 
gathered at Kennedy Space 
Center for the outdoor cer¬ 
emony, just a few miles 
from where Columbia was 
supposed to land on Feb. 
1,2003, following a 16-day 
science mission. It never 
made it, bursting apart in 
the sky over Texas, just 16 
minutes from home. 

Representing the fami¬ 
lies of the Columbia seven, 
the widow of commander 
Rick Husband told the 
hushed audience that the 
accident was so unex¬ 
pected and the shock so 
intense, “that even tears 
were not freely able to 
fall.”

■ Congestive heart 
failure claims feisty 
politician at 88

NEW YORK - When Ed Koch was 
mayor, it seemed as if all of New 
York was being run by a deli count¬ 
erman. Koch was funny, irritable, 
opinionated, often rude and prone 
to yelling. 

And it worked, for a while at least. 

With a Bronx-born combination of 
chutzpah and humor, Koch steered 
New York back from the brink of 
financial ruin and infused the city 
with new energy and optimism 
in the 1970s and ‘80s while racing 
around town, startling ordinary 
New Yorkers by asking, “How’m I 
doing?” He was usually in too much 
of a hurry to wait for an answer. 

Koch died of congestive heart 
failure Friday at 88, after carefully 
arranging to be buried in Manhattan 
because, as he explained with what 
sounded like a love note wrapped in a 
zinger: “I don’t want to leave Manhat¬ 
tan, even when I’m gone. This is my 
home. The thought of having to go to 
New Jersey was so distressing to me.”

Tributes poured in from political 
allies and adversaries, some of whom 
were no doubt thinking more of his 
earlier years in City Hall, before 
many black leaders and liberals be¬ 
came fed up with what they felt were 
racially insensitive and needlessly 
combative remarks. 

The Rev. A1 Sharpton said in a 
statement that although they dis¬ 
agreed on many things, Koch “was 
never a phony or a hypocrite. He 
would not patronize or deceive you. 
He said what he meant. He meant 
what he said. He fought for what he 
believed. May he rest in peace.” 

During Koch’s three terms from 
1978 to 1989, he helped New York 
climb out of its financial crisis through 


tough fiscal policies and razor-sharp 
budget cuts, and subway service im¬ 
proved enormously. To much of the 
rest of America, the bald, paunchy 
Koch became the embodiment of the 
brash, irrepressible New Yorker. 

He was quick with a quip or a put- 
down, and when he got excited or 
indignant — which was often — his 
voice became high-pitched. He dis¬ 
missed his critics as “wackos,” feuded 
with Donald Trump (“piggy”) and fel¬ 
low former Mayor Rudolph Giuliani 
(“nasty man”), lambasted the Rev. 
Jesse Jackson, and once reduced the 
head of the City Council to tears. 

“You punch me, I punch back,” 
Koch once observed. “I do not be¬ 
lieve it’s good for one’s self-respect 
to be a punching bag.” 

Or, as he put it in “Mayor,” his 
best-selling autobiography: “I’m not 
the type to get ulcers. I give them.” 

Koch’s favorite moment as mayor, 
fittingly, involved yelling. During a 
transit strike that brought the sub¬ 
ways and buses to a halt in 1980, he 
strode down to the Brooklyn Bridge 
to boost the spirits of commuters 
who had to walk to work. 

“I began to yell, ‘Walk over the 
bridge! Walk over the bridge! We’re 
not going to let these bastards bring 
us to our knees!’ And people began 
to applaud,” he recalled.

Suicide bomber kills guard at U.S. Embassy in Turkey

ANKARA, Turkey - In the 
second deadly assault on a 
U.S. diplomatic post in five 
months, a suicide bomber 
struck the American Em¬ 
bassy in Ankara on Friday, 
killing a Turkish security 
guard in what the White 
House described as a ter¬ 
rorist attack. 

Washington immedi¬ 
ately warned Americans 
to stay away from all U.S. 
diplomatic facilities in 
Turkey and to be wary in 
large crowds. 

Turkish officials said 
the bombing was linked to 
leftist domestic militants. 

The attack drew con¬ 
demnation from Turkey, 
the U.S., Britain and other 
nations and officials from 
both Turkey and the U.S. 
pledged to work together 
to fight terrorism. 

“We strongly condemn 
what was a suicide attack 
against our embassy in 
Ankara, which took place 
at the embassy’s outer 


security perimeter,” said 
White House spokesman 
Jay Carney. 

“A suicide bombing on 
the perimeter of an em¬ 
bassy is by definition an 
act of terror,” he said. “It 
is a terrorist attack.” 

Turkish Prime Minister 
Recep Tayyip Erdogan 
said police believe the 
bomber was connected to 
a domestic leftist militant 
group. Carney, however, 
said the motive for the at¬ 
tack and who was behind 
it was not known. 

A Turkish TV journal¬ 
ist was seriously wounded 
in the 1:15 p.m. blast in the 
Turkish capital, and two 
other guards had lighter 
wounds, officials said. 

The state-run Anadolu 
Agency identified the 
bomber as Ecevit Sanli. It 
said the 40-year-old Turk¬ 
ish man was a member of 
the outlawed Revolution¬ 
ary People’s Liberation 
Party-Front, or DHKP-C, 
which has claimed respon¬ 
sibility for assassinations

and bombings since the

State fully funded retirement plans proposed again 


FRANKFORT - Senate Republi¬ 
can leaders on Friday promised 
fast-track work on pension leg¬ 
islation, drawing support from 
business groups demanding ac¬ 
tion to shore up a system plagued 
by a massive unfunded liability 
they say threatens to drain mon¬ 
ey from education and economic 
development. 

The pension bill is expected 
to be introduced in the Senate on 
Tuesday and reviewed in com¬ 
mittee the following day. Ken¬ 
tucky lawmakers return to the 
Capitol next week to resume a 
2013 regular session that will last 
a few more weeks. 

“We’re ready to act, move 
quickly on the bill,” said Senate 


Majority Floor Leader Damon 
Thayer, R-Georgetown. “We 
want to get it down to the House 
early in the session so they’ve got 
plenty of time to consider it and 
hopefully pass it.” 

A bipartisan legislative task 
force set up to study the issue 
recommended several ideas 
including the repeal of built-in 
cost-of-living increases for gov¬ 
ernment retirees. 

Other proposals included 
creating a “hybrid cash bal¬ 
ance” retirement plan similar 
in some ways to a 401(k) plan 
for employees hired after July 
1,2013. The state would guaran¬ 
tee a 4 percent annual return on 
employee contributions under 


that proposal that has elements 
of standard defined-benefit and 
defined-contribution plans. 

One of the major proposals 
is for the state to fully fund its 
contributions to the government 
retirement plans to ensure their 
solvency, which has been a long¬ 
term aim of the Legislature but it 
has continually fallen short. 

The task force made no rec¬ 
ommendations for how to come 
up with the money to do that. 

Senate President Robert Sti¬ 
vers said the measure would 
solidify a public pension system 
dogged by an unfunded liability 
exceeding $30 billion. 

The legislation will reflect the 
recommendations by the task 


force that delved into the thorny 
issue last year, he said. 

Stivers said rank-and-file Sen¬ 
ate members have been consult¬ 
ed about the legislation to make 
sure there are no “gotcha politic 
moments.” 

Business groups led by the 
Kentucky Chamber of Com¬ 
merce said the pension problem 
ranks as the overriding issue for 
lawmakers to tackle. 

The groups expressed support 
for the task force recommenda¬ 
tions that will be featured in the 
Senate bill. 

“Every day that passes with¬ 
out significant changes in¬ 
creases the chances that people 
and employers in Kentucky 


will be targeted for significant 
tax increases,” said Kentucky 
Chamber President and CEO 
Dave Adkisson. “Failing to act 
will continue the short-sighted 
downward spiral of providing 
less money for education and 
economic development and 
more for unsustainable benefits 
not available to the average tax¬ 
payer.” 

Adkisson said lawmakers can 
resolve how to pay for the pen¬ 
sion overhaul when they craft 
the next state budget in 2014. 

Government workers and re¬ 
tirees, meanwhile, are calling 
for full funding for the pension 
system. 

Scores of people gathered at 
the Capitol last month for a bois¬ 
terous rally to make their posi¬ 
tion clear to lawmakers. 


Army special ops helicopters 
may be opening for females

■ Test program well ahead 
of deadline to integrate 
women across services

NASHVILLE - Another one of the many 
military jobs on the front lines of com¬ 
bat may be opening to women: Flying the 
high-tech helicopters that move special 
forces under cover of darkness for mis¬ 
sions like the one that killed Osama bin 
Laden in Pakistan. 

The Army’s most elite aviation unit has 
proposed a test program to let women 
serve as pilots and crew chiefs, pending 
congressional approval. The 160th Spe¬ 
cial Operations Aviation Regiment, based 
at Fort Campbell, Ky., and known as the 
Night Stalkers, decided to give women a 
trial as pilots and crew chiefs as part of a 
military-wide review on gender policies 
last year that preceded the Pentagon’s 
announcement on Jan. 24 to lift a broad 
ban on women fighting in smaller ground 
combat units, which include many artil¬ 
lery, armor and infantry jobs. 

The military announced last year that 
it would open up about 14,000 new jobs 
for women in units below the brigade lev¬ 
el. But the aviation unit is the first among 


Army special operations units to move to¬ 
ward more unrestricted roles for women, 
well ahead of a 2016 deadline to integrate 
women across the services. 

Women have been able to fly attack 
helicopters since the 1990s, and many 
women serve in the Army’s aviation bri¬ 
gades that have been heavily used in Iraq 
and Afghanistan to fire on enemy posi¬ 
tions, transport troops in and out of hot 
zones and pick up the wounded on the 
battlefield. 

Lt. Col. Dave Connolly, a spokesman for 
U.S. Army Special Operations Command, 
said women already serve in a variety of 
enabling jobs within special operations 
forces, primarily as support staff posi¬ 
tions, such as administration and intel¬ 
ligence. 

“This test program is a natural transi¬ 
tion as these occupational specialties are 
already open to women in conventional 
Army Combat Aviation Brigades,” Con¬ 
nolly said. 

Steven Hartov, an author who wrote 
two books about the Night Stalkers, says 
the regiment was created to fly nighttime 
special operations missions, often flying 
close to the ground, all over the world. 
The pilots who are considered for this 
unit have extensive combat experience 
as well as advanced technical skills to fly 
with night-vision goggles, he said. 

“A lot people don’t realize the physical 


strength required to fly a special opera¬ 
tions helicopter for long periods of time, 
in low altitude flying,” he said. “There is 
a physical aspect to it.” 

Women have served in aviation for de¬ 
cades in the military, dating all the way 
back to when women volunteered to serve 
as civilian pilots to ferry troops and sup¬ 
plies during World War II. 

But the wars in Iraq and Afghanistan 
have pushed female aviators much farther 


into the front lines than ever before by 
putting them in direct combat from the 
air with enemy forces or under fire as they 
assist troops on the ground. 

As an example, U.S. Rep. Tammy Duck¬ 
worth was a Black Hawk helicopter pilot 
in Iraq in 2004 when the helicopter was 
struck by a rocket-propelled grenade. 
She lost both her legs and partial use of 
one arm and received the Combat Action 
Badge.

Juvenile accused in double 
shooting to be tried as adult 

MADISONVILLE - Prosecutors in western Ken¬ 
tucky say a juvenile accused in a double shoot¬ 
ing that killed his mother and seriously injured 
his stepfather will be tried as an adult. 

The Messenger (http://bit.ly/UJhtuO) re¬ 
ports a Hopkins County grand jury made the 
decision this week after reviewing the case. 

Police say 17-year-old Adam Teems killed his 
mother, 45-year-old Rose Riley, and wounded 
her husband, 51-year-old Keith Riley, on Aug. 
26 at their home in Dalton. He is charged with 
murder and attempted murder. 

He is being held at a juvenile facility in Ow¬ 
ensboro. 

Teen rescued after mountainside 
fall, clinging to bushes for hours 

HARLAN- A teenager is recovering after fall¬ 
ing down a mountainside in eastern Kentucky 
and landing on a cliff where officials say he 
clung to some bushes for hours until being 
rescued. 

Harlan County Rescue Squad Capt. Chris 
Allen told the Harlan Daily Enterprise that 
the juvenile appeared to have an injured 
knee or broken leg, but was awake and alert 
when officials arrived Thursday to get him 
down. 

The teen, whose name was not released, had 
gone missing earlier in the morning from the 
Appalachian ChalleNGe Academy, which is a 
voluntary 22-week program for at-risk teens. 

Academy Interim Director Josh Coldiron 
said staff realized the youth was missing a few 
minutes after he left and immediately called 
police and began searching for him. 

Allen said the juvenile was found hanging 
onto “a couple of little bushes” about 40 feet 
above railroad tracks, and crews had to deter¬ 
mine the best way to get him down. 

After being rescued, the teen was treated at 
a local hospital. 


Knott County family discouraged 
by yearly mudslides 

HAZARD - Sustained rainfall in eastern Ken¬ 
tucky has set off mudslides. 

In the Dema community of Knott County, 
several inches of mud along with trees and 
roots washed off a slope into the yard of Ver¬ 
non Fouts and his family. 

Fouts told WYMT-TV (http://bit.ly/Yn- 
WugP ) in Hazard the family heard a noise 
that sounded like a car crash on Wednesday 
night. 

When he looked out, he saw thick mud ooz¬ 
ing across his yard and covering the bottom 
step to his front porch. 

Fouts says this is the third mudslide at his 
home in the past several years, but is by far 
the worst. 

Louisville mayor announces 
19 sustainability goals 

LOUISVILLE -The mayor of Kentucky’s largest 
city has announced a long list of sustainability 
goals aimed at reducing Louisville’s carbon 
footprint. 

Mayor Greg Fischer on Thursday released a 
draft of the city’s first comprehensive sustain¬ 
ability plan. 

It includes 19 broad goals, all with different 
timetables. 

For instance, a goal to decrease energy use 
in city-owned buildings by 30 percent has a 
proposed date of 2025, while one to increase 
recycling by 25 percent has a goal date of 
2015. 

Proposals include planting 10,000 new trees, 
acquiring 4,000 acres of land for open space, 
increasing bicycle use and expanding the local 
food system. 

Fischer is asking for public input during the 
month of February. 

The 41-page proposal is online at louisville- 
ky.gov/sustainability. 


Conference to view Civil War’s 
impact on politics, culture 

LOUISVILLE - A conference at the University 
of Louisville will look at shifting viewpoints 
after the Civil War and its impact on politics 
and culture. 

The daylong conference is set for Feb. 8 and 
will feature a keynote talk by Brandeis Univer¬ 
sity fine arts professor Nancy Scott. She will 
talk about the Union’s African American 54th 
Regiment in Boston. 

Also presenting talks will be history, art and 
literacy scholars from UofL, the University of 
Maryland, Middle Tennessee State University 
and Lewis and Clark College. There will be 
sessions about emancipation, the Museum of 
the Confederacy and Gen. Sherman’s march 
through Georgia. 

The morning sessions will be at Ekstrom 
Library’s Chao Auditorium and afternoon ses¬ 
sions will be at the University Club. 

Authorities asking for help 
locating career criminal 

CLARKSVILLE -Officials are asking for help in 
locating career criminal Ray Anthony Farmer. 

According to Clarksville Police, Farmer has 
amassed at least 28 warrants out of Clarks¬ 
ville/Montgomery County, Davidson County, 
Cadiz, Ky., and Guthrie, Ky., since walking 
away from a halfway house in September. 

The majority of the warrants are felonies. 
The latest warrants in Montgomery County 
were for a burglary of a commercial business 
on the Tennessee/Kentucky line on Jan. 21. 

Police say Farmer has caused tens of thou¬ 
sands of dollars of damage to buildings and 
alarm systems and taken thousands of dollars 
in cash and merchandise. 

Law enforcement agencies in Kentucky and 
Tennessee have been working together to locate 
and capture Farmer, but he still remains at large. 

Anyone with information is asked to contact 
the police. 


Berea to enact 
protections 
for gay city 
employees

LOUISVILLE - Gay rights 
advocates have scored 
another victory in a small 
eastern Kentucky town as 
Berea prepares to expand 
anti-discrimination pro¬ 
tections for city employ¬ 
ees. 

Berea Mayor Steve 
Connelly announced this 
week that he will sign an 
executive order banning 
discrimination based on 
actual or perceived sex¬ 
ual orientation in hiring, 
firing and benefits for city 
employees. 

The move follows a new 
gay-rights ordinance in the 
tiny Appalachian town of 
Vicco that went into effect 
earlier this month. 

Vicco’s law bans dis¬ 
crimination against gays 
in employment and hous¬ 
ing in the town of about 
330 people. 

Berea has been debating 
a similar city-wide anti- 
discrimination ordinance. 
In 2011, the city council re¬ 
established the city’s Hu¬ 
man Rights Commission 
to investigate the issue. 

Covington, Lexington, 
and Louisville have also 
passed city-wide anti-dis¬ 
crimination ordinances.

Banning gun won’t 
stop criminals 

The Henderson City 
Commission apparently 
has wisely tabled — per¬ 
haps permanently — the 
proposed ban on carrying 
concealed firearms into 
city-owned buildings. 

Though I’m unfamil¬ 
iar with the language of 
the proposal or any is¬ 
sues with city personnel 
carrying weapons, the 
proposed ordinance as it 
would apply to the public 
seems — like most gun 
laws — wholly ineffective 
by its nature. 

Is it not unrealistic to 
believe that an individual 
bent on perpetrating an 
armed assault or a homi¬ 
cide is going to be dis¬ 
suaded by fear of a misde¬ 
meanor violation of a city 
ordinance? 

Likewise, since the or¬ 
dinance seemed to apply 
only to concealed weap¬ 
ons, it seems to provide no 
barrier to an individual en¬ 
tering the premises with a 
handgun in a visible belt or 
shoulder holster — or, per¬ 
haps, even in his hand — 
and proceeding to commit 
whatever crime he has in 
mind, if that is his intent. 

Presumably, on-duty 
employees in the building 
would have been disarmed 
by the ordinance unless 
they are law enforcement 
officers. If an employee 
calls the police, there is no 
guarantee that the nearest 
unit can respond, locate 
and neutralize the indi¬ 
vidual in question before 
he carries out his criminal 
intention, if he has one. 

Of course, it’s possible 
that the individual is sim¬ 
ply exercising his legal 
right to open carry, seem¬ 
ingly beyond the scope of 
the proposal. 

After the tragic events 
in Newtown, Conn., there 
has naturally been a highly 
emotional demand that 
lawmakers DO SOME¬ 
THING to reduce gun vi¬ 
olence, although whether 
this is a factor in the local 
situation is unclear. 

The reality is, however, 
that before adding to the 
thousands of gun laws al¬ 
ready on the books, a poli¬ 
cy-making body, including 
the Henderson City Coun¬ 
cil and the Congress, is 
well advised to determine 
if the proposed law(s) ac¬ 
tually effectively address 
the issue(s) and whether 
they violate the constitu¬ 
tionally guaranteed rights 


of Americans who have 
violated no laws and are 
entirely unlikely to do so.

City building staff 
doesn’t have clue 

As I read my Gleaner on 
Jan. 23,1 noticed the city 
commission had passed 
first reading on an ordi¬ 
nance concerning con¬ 
cealed carry. As the news

I was 
politely informed that the 
person with the contact in¬ 
formation was Maree, but 
she had just gone to lunch 
as she always took a late 
lunch. My name, phone 
number and request was 
recorded on the standard 
notification pad and taken 
away. I returned home to 
wait for the information. 

As I had no contact with 
the city, I attended the spe¬ 
cial meeting Jan. 24 at 5:30 
p.m. As I arrived, the may¬ 
or and all the commission¬ 
ers were present, which I 
thought was fortunate as 
apparently almost no one 
in the building has their 
phone number to remind 
them if they were to forget! 

The mayor announced 
before the meeting that the 
concealed carry ordinance 
would not be considered 
at this meeting. This gave 
me little confidence for 
two reasons. First, it had 
passed a first reading with 
no notice given to the pub¬ 
lic. Second, when Mike 
Waller was chairman of 
the Henderson County 
School Board he would 
wait for citizens and press 
to leave and then pass 


controversial issues. Af¬ 
ter the meeting ended and 
a few commissioners left, 
I felt the ordinance would 
not be acted on that day. 

After the events of last 
week, I think as a citizen 
of the city of Henderson I 
deserve two things: 

1. I don’t know who 
writes the agenda or 
causes it to be consid¬ 
ered in the meeting, but 
no ordinance should be 
voted on that has not been 
presented to the public 
via The Gleaner and city 
website. 

2. Any citizen should be 
able to easily get the con¬ 
tact information to the 
mayor and commission¬ 
ers at the city building 
so legislation as well as 
other city matters can be 
brought to their attention! 
As of this writing, I have 
still not received contact 
information from Maree! 

EDITOR’S NOTE: The sto¬ 
ry in The Gleaner describ¬ 
ing the agenda for the Jan. 
22 meeting referred to pro¬ 
posed changes in policy 
concerning city employ¬ 
ees carrying concealed 
weapons in city-owned 
buildings.

There is no charge to dis¬ 
pose of the televisions at 
any of these locations. 

If you bought new cray¬ 
ons for the little ones’ 
Christmas stockings, you 
can recycle all the old, bro¬ 
ken ones by mailing them 
(with the labels still on if 
possible) to the National 
Crayon Recycle Program.

Pinterest.com also 
has some wonderful ideas 
for reusing them. 

With all the talk of re¬ 
cycling, it’s easy to think 
almost everything is recy¬ 
clable. Well-1-1-1. Let’s talk 
about this for a minute. 

For your list of 2013 New 
Year’s resolutions, I have a 
suggestion. 

Make a commitment to 
take only good, clean re¬ 
cyclable items to the Re¬ 
cycling Center.

But they DON’T love the 
cardboard boxes with the 
wax coatings — these are 
the big vegetable and fruit 
cartons, milk cartons, 
half and half and whip¬ 
ping cream containers, 
and other waxed beverage 
containers. In addition to 
the wax contaminating 
the “clean” bales of card¬ 
board, it creates all kinds 
of problems for the bail¬ 
ing machines.

Birth-control rules proposed 


■ Compromise 
for religious 
groups eyed

WASHINGTON - Facing a 
wave of lawsuits over 
what government can tell 
religious groups to do, the 
Obama administration 
Friday proposed a com¬ 
promise for faith-based 
nonprofits that object to 
covering birth control 
in their employee health 
plans. 

Some of the lawsuits 
appear headed for the 
Supreme Court, threat¬ 
ening another divisive 


legal battle over President 
Barack Obama’s health 
care overhaul law, which 
requires most employers 
to cover birth control free 
of charge to female work¬ 
ers as a preventive service. 
The law exempted church¬ 
es and other houses of wor¬ 
ship, but religious chari¬ 
ties, universities, hospitals 
and even some for-profit 
businesses have objected. 

The government’s new 
offer, in a proposed regula¬ 
tion, has two parts. 

Administration officials 
said it would more simply 
define the religious orga¬ 
nizations that are exempt 
from the requirement al¬ 
together. For example, a 
mosque whose food pan¬ 
try serves the whole com¬ 
munity would not have to 
comply. 


For other religious em¬ 
ployers, the proposal at¬ 
tempts to create a buffer 
between them and contra¬ 
ception coverage. Female 
employees would still have 
free access through insur¬ 
ers or a third party, but the 
employer would not have 
to arrange for the cover¬ 
age or pay for it. Insur¬ 
ers would be reimbursed 
for any costs by a credit 
against fees owed the gov¬ 
ernment. 

It wasn’t immediately 
clear whether the plan 
would satisfy the objec¬ 
tions of Roman Catholic 
charities and other faith- 
affiliated nonprofits na¬ 
tionwide challenging the 
requirement. 

Neither the Catholic 
Health Association, a trade 
group for hospitals, nor the 


U.S. Conference of Catho¬ 
lic Bishops had an imme¬ 
diate reaction, saying the 
regulations were being 
studied. 

But the National As¬ 
sociation of Evangelicals, 
which represents about 40 
denominations and works 
with the administration on 
immigration and other is¬ 
sues, quickly rejected the 
rule. It said the change 
didn’t create enough of 
a buffer between faith 
groups and birth-control 
coverage. 

Health and Human Ser¬ 
vices Secretary Kathleen 
Sebelius said in a statement 
that the compromise would 
provide “women across the 
nation with coverage of rec¬ 
ommended preventive care 
at no cost, while respecting 
religious concerns.”

■ Negotiator 
cautions not to 
rush if boy OK

MIDLAND CITY, Ala. - The 

standoff between police 
and a gunman accused of 
holding a kindergartner 
hostage in an underground 
bunker dragged into a 
fourth day Friday, as au¬ 
thorities sought to contin¬ 
ue delicate conversations 
with the man through a 
pipe and worked to safely 
end the tense situation. 

Police said Jimmy Lee 
Dykes shot a school bus 
driver to death, grabbed 
a 5-year-old boy off the 
bus and slipped into an 
underground bunker on 
his property in rural Ala¬ 
bama, where the two have 
been since Tuesday. There 


were signs the standoff 
could go on: the shelter 
has electricity, food and 
TV, and police have de¬ 
livered the boy’s medica¬ 
tion through a 4-inch-wide 
ventilation pipe leading to 
the bunker. 

Hostage negotiators 
have used the pipe to talk to 
the gunman, but investiga¬ 
tors have been tightlipped 


about their conversations. 

Former FBI hostage 
negotiator Clint Van 
Zandt said authorities at 
the scene shouldn’t rush 
to resolve the standoff 
as long as they are con¬ 
fident that the boy is un¬ 
harmed. He cautioned 
against any drastic mea¬ 
sures, such as cutting 
the electricity or putting 
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sleep gas inside the bun¬ 
ker because it could agi¬ 
tate Dykes. 

The negotiator should 
try to ease Dykes’ anxiet¬ 
ies over what will happen 
when the standoff ends, 
and refer to both the boy 
and Dykes by their first 
names to humanize them, 
he said. 

“I want to give him a 
reason to come out,” Van 
Zandt said, “and my rea¬ 
son is ‘you didn’t mean 
that to happen. It was 
unintentional. It could 
have happened to any¬ 
one. It was an accident. 
People have accidents, 
Jimmy Lee. It’s not that 
big a thing. You and I can 
work that out.’ ”

Hunt for murderer 
mistakenly freed 

CHICAGO - Authorities 
in Illinois and Indiana 
searched Friday for a con¬ 
victed murderer who was 
mistakenly released after a 
Chicago court appearance, 
as questions swirled about 
what caused the mix-up 
and why he was brought 
from his Indiana prison 
cell in the first place. 

Steven L. Robbins, 44, 
was serving a 60-year 
sentence for murder in 
Indiana and was brought 
to Chicago this week in 
a separate case involving 
drug and armed violence 
charges — a case that a 
prosecutor revealed Fri¬ 
day actually had been dis¬ 
missed in 2007. 

After appearing before 
a Cook County Circuit 
Court judge, Robbins was 
taken to the Cook County 
Jail on Chicago’s South 
Side and was released 
hours later, instead of be¬ 
ing sent back to Indiana to 
continue his murder sen¬ 
tence. The public was not 
alerted that he was on the 
loose for about 24 hours. 

Cook County State’s At¬ 
torney Anita Alvarez on 
Friday raised the possibil¬ 
ity that though the charges 
in Illinois were dismissed, 
a clerical error might have 
kept law enforcement au¬ 
thorities from seeing that 
the arrest warrant had 
been quashed. Robbins 
had written several letters 
to the court demanding to 
face trial, she said.

Lawyer dies from 
shooting wounds 

PHOENIX - A lawyer 
wounded by a gunman in a 
Phoenix office shooting this 
week has become the sec¬ 
ond victim to die in the at¬ 
tack, authorities said Friday. 

Mark Hummels, 43, 


had been on life support 
at a Phoenix hospital af¬ 
ter Wednesday morning’s 
shooting that killed a com¬ 
pany’s chief executive and 
left a woman with nonlife- 
threatening injuries. 

Hummels died Thurs¬ 
day night, a publicist for 
his law firm told The Asso¬ 
ciated Press early Friday. 

Colleagues of Hummels 
described him as a smart, 
competent and decent man 
who was a rising star in his 
profession and dedicated to 
his wife, 9-year-old daugh¬ 
ter and 7-year-old son. 

The gunman — Ar¬ 
thur Douglas Harmon, 70 
— was found dead early 
Thursday in the Phoenix 
suburb of Mesa from an 
apparent self-inflicted gun¬ 
shot wound, police said.

Energy Secretary 
Chu to step down 

WASHINGTON-Energy Sec¬ 
retary Steven Chu, who 
won a Nobel Prize in phys¬ 
ics but came under ques¬ 
tioning for his handling 
of a solar energy loan, is 
stepping down. 

Chu offered his resigna¬ 
tion to President Barack 
Obama in a letter Friday. 
He said he will stay on at 
least until the end of Feb¬ 
ruary and may stay until 
a successor is confirmed. 

Chu’s departure had 
been widely expected and 
follows announcements 
by Interior Secretary Ken 
Salazar, Environmental 
Protection Agency Chief 
Lisa Jackson and Jane 
Lubchenco, head of the 
National Oceanic and 
Atmospheric Administra¬ 
tion, that they are leaving. 

The White House said 
no decisions have been 
made on replacements for 
any of the environment 
and energy jobs but said 
Obama’s priorities will 
remain unchanged.

Rebels slam Assad 
for not retaliating 

BEIRUT - Syrian opposi¬ 
tion leaders and rebels 
Friday slammed President 
Bashar Assad for not re¬ 
sponding to a rare Israeli 
airstrike near Damascus, 
calling it proof of his weak¬ 
ness and acquiescence to 
the Jewish state. 

The opposition’s sharp re¬ 
action underlines how those 
seeking to topple the Syrian 
leader might be more pre¬ 
pared to tangle with Israel 
if they came to power. 

Wednesday’s Israeli air- 
strike that U.S. officials say 
hit a convoy of anti-aircraft 
weapons bound for the mili¬ 
tant Lebanese Hezbollah 
group also has fueled rage 
among many Syrians who 
say they now must fear war- 
planes from both Assad’s 
forces and Israel. 

“Assad never once in his 
life stood up to Israel,” said 
Kamal Labwani, a promi¬ 
nent Syrian dissident and 
member of the Syrian Na¬ 
tional Coalition, an um¬ 
brella group of those trying 
to oust Assad. “All he ever 
did is ‘reserve the right to 
retaliate’ but he never retal¬ 
iated against anyone other 
than the Syrian people and 
the Free Syrian Army.” 

Syria’s army chief of 
staff, Gen. Ali Abdullah 
Ayoub, warned Friday 
against testing Syria.

Court overrules 
acquittals for three 

MILAN -A Milan appeals 
court Friday vacated ac¬ 
quittals for a former CIA 
station chief and two other 
Americans, and instead 
convicted them in the 2003 
abduction of an Egyptian 
terror suspect from a Mi¬ 
lan street as part of the 
CIA’s extraordinary ren¬ 
dition program. 

The decision means that 
all 26 Americans tried in 


absentia for the abduction 
now have been found guilty. 

An appeals court sen¬ 
tenced former CIA Rome 
station chief Jeffrey Castelli 
to seven years, and handed 
sentences of six years each 
to Americans Betnie Mede- 
ro and Ralph Russomando. 
A lower court, while con¬ 
victing 23 other Americans 
in November 2009, had 
acquitted the three, citing 
diplomatic immunity. 

PAKISTAN 


Suicide bomber 
hits Shiite mosque 

PESHAWAR - A suicide 
bomber detonated his explo¬ 
sives outside a Shiite mosque 
in northwestern Pakistan 
as worshippers were leav¬ 
ing Friday prayers, killing 
23 people and wounding 
over 50 in the latest appar¬ 
ently sectarian attack in the 
country, police said. 

Shiite Muslims in Paki¬ 
stan have increasingly been 
targeted by radical Sunnis 
who consider them heretics, 
and 2012 was the bloodiest 
year for the minority sect in 
the country’s history. 

The attack on the 
mosque took place in the 
town of Hangu in Khyber 
Pakhtunkhwa province, 
which has experienced 
previous clashes between 
the Sunni and Shiite com¬ 
munities that live there. 

The bomber staged his at¬ 
tack at one of the mosque’s 
exits leading to abazaar, said 
Hangu police chief Mian 
Mohammad Saeed. 

The explosion killed 
23 and wounded over 50 
people, said another police 
officer, Naeem Khan. One 
policeman who was guard¬ 
ing the mosque was killed 
and another was injured. 

No group has claimed re¬ 
sponsibility for the attacks, 
but suspicion will likely fall 
on the Pakistani Taliban or 
Lashkar-e-Jhangvi, which 
have both carried out 
bombings against Shiites.

■ Waterboard 
accusations 
await Hollande

TOMBOUCTOU, Mali -Three 
suspected jihadists arrested 
in the days since the libera¬ 
tion of Tombouctou said 
Friday that Malian soldiers 
were torturing them with 
a method similar to water¬ 
boarding. 

The three are being held 
in an earthen cell in what 
remains of the military 
camp in the town, which 
was freed this week by 
French and Malian soldiers 
after nearly 10 months un¬ 
der radical Islamist rule. 

Their allegations came as 
French President Francois 
Hollande prepared to fly 
to Mali today, nearly four 
weeks after the French-led 
operation began in the vast 
West African country. 

The three suspects, who 


were tied together with a 
turban and one handcuff, 
all acknowledged to The 
Associated Press having 
been members of the al- 
Qaida-linked group known 
as Ansar Dine, or Defend¬ 
ers of the Faith. 

“To force me to talk they 
poured 40 liters (85 pints) 
of water in my mouth and 
over my nostrils which 
made it so that I could not 
breathe anymore. For a 
moment I thought I was 
even going to die,” said one 
of the men, who gave his 
name as Ali Guindo and 
said he was from a village 
near the central Malian 
town ofNiono. 

“I sleep in the cold and 
every night they come pour 
freezing water over me.” 

All three described simi¬ 
lar treatment. Their ac¬ 
count could not be verified. 

Army Col. Mamary Ca¬ 
mara told reporters that 
the three were arrested 
by Malian forces in the 
town of Lere. He said one 
of the men was Libyan and 


wearing a foreign military 
uniform. 

The Libyan jihadist was 
visibly frightened, crouch¬ 
ing in a corner of his cell. 
He gave the AP contradic¬ 
tory information about his 
background, first saying he 
was born in a Malian vil¬ 
lage but of Libyan descent. 

Later, he said he was from 
Tripoli but has lived for 
years in Mali. He initially 
denied being part of Ansar 
Dine but later confirmed 
that he belonged to the 
movement though he denied 
having an important role. 

The Malian military 
said that when he was 
arrested he was wearing 
a watch with a memory 
card inside they said was 
used to communicate with 
other foreign jihadists. 

The allegations of tor¬ 
ture came as Human Rights 
Watch and Amnesty Inter¬ 
national released reports 
outlining other allegations 
of misconduct by the Ma¬ 
lian military and Islamists 
over the last month. 


Protest 
in Egypt 
targets 
palace

CAIRO - Protesters de¬ 
nouncing Egypt’s Islamist 
president hurled stones 
and firebombs through his 
palace gates Friday, clash¬ 
ing with security forces 
who fired tear gas and wa¬ 
ter cannons, as more than 
a week of political violence 
came to Mohammed Mor- 
si’s symbolic doorstep for 
the first time. 

The streets outside the 
presidential palace were a 
scene of mayhem for hours 
into the night. 

Security forces pumped 
volley after volley of tear 
gas, set fire to protester 
tents and at one point 
dragged a protester to 
the ground, stripped him 
and beat him. Protesters 
burned tires and hurled 
stones and fireworks. A 
23-year-old died after he 
was shot in the chest and 
forehead, the Health Min¬ 
istry said. 

The march on the pal¬ 
ace, where Morsi was not 
present, was part of a wave 
of demonstrations in cities 
around the country called 
by opposition politicians, 
who are trying to wrest 
concessions from Morsi af¬ 
ter around 60 people were 
killed in protests, clashes 
and riots. 

But many of the pro¬ 
testers go further, saying 
he must be removed from 
office, accusing his Muslim 
Brotherhood of monopo¬ 
lizing power and failing 
to deal with the country’s 
mounting woes. Many 
have been further angered 
by Morsi’s praise of the se¬ 
curity forces after the high 
death toll. 
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More educators ‘flipping’ over new teaching model

SANTA ANA, Calif. - When 
Timmy Nguyen comes to 
his pre-calculus class, he’s 
already learned the day’s 
lesson — he watched it on 
a short online video pre¬ 
pared by his teacher for 
homework. 

So without a lecture to 
listen to, he and his class¬ 
mates at Segerstrom Fun¬ 
damental High School 
spend class time doing 
practice problems in small 
groups, taking quizzes, 
explaining the concept 
to other students, recit¬ 
ing equation formulas in a 
loud chorus, and making 
their own videos while 
teacher Crystal Kirch 
buzzes from desk to desk 
to help pupils who are hav¬ 
ing trouble. 

It’s a technology-driven 
teaching method known as 
“flipped learning” because 
it flips the time-honored 
model of classroom lec¬ 
ture and exercises for 
homework — the lecture 
becomes homework and 
class time is for practice. 

“It was hard to get used 
to,” said Nguyen, an 11th- 
grader. “I was like ‘why 
do I have to watch these 
videos, this is so dumb.’ 
But then I stopped com¬ 
plaining and I learned the 
material quicker. My grade 
went from a D to an A.” 

Flipped learning ap¬ 
parently is catching on 
in schools across the na¬ 
tion as a younger, more 
tech-savvy generation of 
teachers is moving into 
classrooms. Although the 
number of “flipped” teach¬ 
ers is hard to ascertain, the 
online community Flipped 
Learning Network now 
has 10,000 members, up 
from 2,500 a year ago, and 
training workshops are be¬ 
ing held all over the coun¬ 
try, said executive director 
Kari Afstrom. 

Under the model, teach¬ 
ers make eight- to 10-min¬ 
ute videos of their lessons 
using laptops, often simply 
filming the whiteboard as 
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Marisa Wilkerson, an llth-grader, and her classmate use their 
hands to make the shape of a conic section in Crystal Kirch’s 
pre-calculus class at Segerstrom High School in Santa Ana, 
Calif., recently. A growing number of teachers are implement¬ 
ing what is known as “flipped learning,” in which students 
learn lessons as homework, mostly through online videos 
produced by teachers, and use classroom time to practice 
what they learned. 


the teacher makes nota¬ 
tions and recording their 
voice as they explain the 
concept. The videos are 
uploaded onto a teacher 
or school website, or even 
YouTube, where they can 
be accessed by students on 
computers or smartphones 
as homework. 

For pupils lacking easy 
access to the Internet, 
teachers copy videos onto 
DVDs or flash drives. Kids 
with no home device watch 
the video on school com¬ 
puters. 

Class time is then devot¬ 
ed to practical applications 
of the lesson — often more 
creative exercises designed 
to engage students and 
deepen their understand¬ 
ing. On a recent afternoon, 
Kirch’s students stood in 
pairs with one student 
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forming a cone shape with 
her hands and the other an¬ 
gling an arm so the “cone” 
was cut into different sec¬ 
tions. 

“It’s a huge transforma¬ 
tion,” said Kirch, who has 
been taking this approach 
for two years. “It’s a stu¬ 
dent-focused classroom 
where the responsibility for 
learning has flipped from 
me to the students.” 

The concept emerged 
five years ago when a pair 
of Colorado high school 
teachers started videotap¬ 
ing their chemistry classes 
for absent students. 
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“We found it was really 
valuable and pushed us 
to ask what the students 
needed us for,” said one of 
the teachers, Aaron Sams, 
now a consultant who is de¬ 
veloping on online educa¬ 
tion program in Pittsburgh. 
“They didn’t need us for 
content dissemination, they 
needed us to dig deeper.” 

He and colleague Jona¬ 
than Bergmann began con¬ 
densing classroom lectures 
to short videos and assign¬ 
ing them as homework. 

“The first year, I was 
able to double the number 
of labs my students were 
doing,” Sams said. “That’s 
every science teacher’s 
dream.” 

In the Detroit suburb of 
Clinton Township, Clinton- 
dale High School Principal 
Greg Green converted the 
whole school to flipped 
learning in the fall of 2011 
after years of frustration 
with high failure rates and 
discipline problems. Three- 
quarters of the school’s 
enrollment of 600 is low- 
income, minority students. 

Although the method has 
been more popular in high 
schools, it’s now catching 
on in elementary schools, 
said Afstrom of the Flipped 
Learning Network. 

Fifth-grade teacher Lisa 
Highfill in the Pleasanton 
Unified School District 
said for a lesson about add¬ 
ing decimals, she made a 
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five-minute, how-to video 
kids watched at home and 
in class, then she distribut¬ 
ed play money and menus 
and had kids “ordering” 
food and tallying the bill 
and change. 

A colleague who teaches 
kindergarten reads a story¬ 
book on video. The video 
contains a pop-up box 
that requires kids to write 
something that shows they 
understood the story. 

The concept has its 
downside. Teachers note 
that making the videos and 
coming up with project ac¬ 
tivities to fill class time is a 
lot of extra work up front, 
while some detractors be¬ 
lieve it smacks of teachers 
abandoning their primary 


responsibility of instruct¬ 
ing. 

“They’re expecting kids 
to do the learning outside 
the classroom. There’s 
not a lot of evidence this 
works,” said Leonie Haim- 
son, executive director of 
Class Size Matters, a New 
York City-based parent 
advocacy group. “What 
works is reasonably sized 
classes with a lot of debate, 
interaction and discus¬ 
sion.” 

Others question wheth¬ 
er flipped learning would 
work as well with low 
achieving students, who 
may not be as motivated 
to watch lessons on their 
own, but said it was overall 
a positive model.

Economy adds 157,000 jobs, but unemployment creeps up

WASHINGTON - The U.S. 
job market is proving 
sturdier than expected at 
a time when the economy 
is under pressure from 
Washington gridlock and 
the threat of government 
spending cuts. 

Employers added 
157,000 jobs in January, 
and hiring was much 
stronger at the end of last 
year than the government 
had previously estimated. 


The Labor Depart¬ 
ment’s estimated job gains 
for the final two months 
of 2012 — a period when 
the economy was being 
threatened by the fiscal 
cliff — rose from 161,000 to 
247,000 for November and 
from 155,000 to 196,000 for 
December. 

The mostly encouraging 
jobs report Friday includ¬ 
ed one negative sign: The 
unemployment rate rose 
to 7.9 percent from 7.8 per¬ 
cent in December. The rate 
is calculated from a survey 
of households, and more 


people in that survey said 
they were unemployed. 

The monthly job gains 
are derived from a sepa¬ 
rate survey of employers. 

The hiring picture over 
the past two years also 
looked stronger after the 
department’s annual re¬ 
visions. The revisions 
showed that employers 
added an average of rough¬ 
ly 180,000 jobs a month in 
2012 and 2011. That was up 
from previous estimates of 
about 150,000. 

“The significantly 
stronger payroll gains tell 


us the economy has a lot 
more momentum than 
what we had thought,” Jo¬ 
seph LaVorgna, chief U.S. 
economist at Deutsche 
Bank, said in a note. 

Stocks surged when 
trading began at 9:30 a.m. 
Eastern time, an hour af¬ 
ter the jobs report was 
released. The Dow Jones 
industrial average jumped 
130 points and briefly 
touched 14,000 for the 
first time in more than five 
years, before falling back. 

Other economic news 
Friday contributed to the 


stock rally. Manufacturing 
expanded at a much faster 
pace in January compared 
with December, a private 
survey found. Ford, Chrys¬ 
ler and General Motors 
all reported double-digit 
sales gains for January. 
And construction spend¬ 
ing rose in December at a 
healthy pace. 

The employment report 
revealed a notable shift in 
the job market: More hir¬ 
ing by construction com¬ 
panies. They added 28,000 
jobs in January and nearly 
100,000 over the past four 


months. Those job gains 
are consistent with a re¬ 
bound in home construc¬ 
tion and a broader recov¬ 
ery in housing. 

Retailers added 33,000 
positions. Health care 
gained 23,000 jobs. Manu¬ 
facturers reported a small 
increase of 4,000. Restau¬ 
rants and hotels added 
17,000. 

The solid hiring in re¬ 
tail, construction, restau¬ 
rants and hotels suggested 
that such companies ex¬ 
pect consumer spending to 
hold up in coming months.

Kraft suing Cracker 
Barrel restaurants 

Kraft Foods is suing 
Cracker Barrel Old Coun¬ 
try Store over the restau¬ 
rant chain’s plans to use 
the “Cracker Barrel” name 
on packaged ham, bacon 
and other foods. 

Kraft notes that it start¬ 
ed using the “Cracker 
Barrel” name on cheese 
in 1954. Cracker Barrel 
Old Country Store Inc., 
which operates 620 loca¬ 
tions around the country, 
was established in 1969 in 
Lebanon, Tenn. 

Kraft says it never took 
any formal legal action un¬ 
til now because the chain 
had only been using the 
name at its own locations 
and online. But Kraft says 
Cracker Barrel Old Coun¬ 
try Store’s recent licensing 
agreement with a food re¬ 
tailer to sell foods includ¬ 
ing “assorted lunch meats, 
glazes, jerky and summer 
sausage” will cause con¬ 
fusion among consumers 
and harm the reputation 
of its “award-winning” 
Cracker Barrel cheese. 

WASHINGTON 

Consumers’outlook 
up in late January 

A survey released Fri¬ 
day shows Americans’ 
outlook for the economy 
picked up in late January, 
suggesting an improving 
job market may offset the 
impact of higher taxes. 

The University of Mich¬ 
igan’s final January survey 
of consumer sentiment 
rose to 73.8. That’s up 


from a preliminary read¬ 
ing of 71.3, released on Jan. 
18. And it’s slightly better 
than December’s reading 
of 72.9. 

The preliminary sur¬ 
vey reflected consumers’ 
initial reaction to an in¬ 
crease in Social Security 
taxes, which took effect in 
early January. A separate 
survey from the Confer¬ 
ence Board also showed 
consumer confidence fell 
in January because of the 
tax increase. 

On Friday, the govern¬ 
ment said the economy 
added 157,000 jobs in Janu¬ 
ary and hiring was stron¬ 
ger at the end of 2012 than 
previously thought. 

DALLAS 

ExxonMobil 
earnings climb 

Exxon Mobil Corp. said 
Friday that fourth-quarter 
earnings rose 6 percent 
to $9.95 billion with help 
from higher refining profit 
margins. 

The oil giant barely 
missed a record for full- 
year earnings. It earned 
$44.88 billion in 2012, 
about $340 million shy of 
its 2008 mark of $45.22 bil¬ 
lion, an all-time high for a 
publicly traded company. 

The nation’s biggest oil 
company said Friday that 
net income equaled $2.20 
per share, compared with 
$9.4 billion, or $1.97 per 
share, a year earlier. But 
revenue fell 5 percent to 
$115.17 billion, a drop of 
$6.44 billion. 

Analysts surveyed by 
FactSet expected profit of 
$1.99 per share on revenue 
of $115.22 billion.

Corn is ending the week higher as dry 
weather in Argentina threatens to dam¬ 
age crops. 

The grain has climbed 2.2 percent this 
week and advanced in three out of the last 
four weeks, since falling to a six-month 
low of $6.80 a bushel Jan. 4. 

The grain fell back 4.5 cents to close 
at $7.36 a bushel Friday, after climbing as 
high as $7.46 during trading. 


A spell of dry weather in South Amer¬ 
ica may harm corn during its crucial 
pollination phase, said Sterling Smith, a 
commodities analyst at Citigroup. Corn 
surged last summer after a drought in the 
U.S. plains region decimated the harvest. 

In other grain trading, wheatfell 14.50 
cents to $7.65 a bushel and soybeans rose 
5.75 cents a bushel to $14.7425. 

Metals advanced, with silver lead¬ 
ing the gains, after a government report 
showed that hiring rose in January and 
was stronger at the end of 2012 than previ- 
ously thought. 

Silver for March delivery rose 60.7 
cents to $31.9580 an ounce. Gold for 
April delivery gained $8.60 an ounce to 
$1,670.60. Copper, which has a range of 
industrial uses and tracks the outlookfor 
global demand, rose. The March contract 
for the metal rose 5.25 cents to $3.7845 a 
pound. Platinum for April delivery rose 
$12.30 to $1,687.70 an ounce. March pal¬ 
ladium gained $10.70 to $756.40. 

The employment report also helped 
push oil prices higher, with data show¬ 


ing that U.S. manufacturing activity ac¬ 
celerated in January, also lifting demand. 
Benchmark oil for March delivery rose 28 
cents to $97.77. 

Natural gas for March delivery fell 3.8 
cents to end at $3.30 per 1,000 cubic feet. 
March heating oil rose 4.2 cents, to finish at $3.16 
a gallon, and wholesale gasoline for March deliv¬ 
ery rose 2.2 cents to end the day at $3.05 a gallon.

NEW YORK - The Dow 
closed above 14,000 on 
Friday for the first time in 
more than five years. 

It was just a number on 
a board, but it was enough 
to raise the hopes of some 
investors and cause oth¬ 
ers concern about an 
overheated market. And 
it brought reminders of a 
different era, back before 
the financial crisis rocked 


the world economy. 

The Dow Jones industri¬ 
al average, a stock market 
index that is traditionally 
considered a benchmark 
for how the entire market 
is faring, had been rising 
fairly steadily for about a 
month. On Friday, strong 
auto sales and optimism 
about U.S. job growth 
pushed it over the mark. 
The Dow is now just 155 
points away from its re¬ 
cord close. 

“There’s a newfound 


enthusiasm for the equity 
market,” said Jim Russell, 
regional investment direc¬ 
tor at U.S. Bank Wealth 
Management in Minne¬ 
apolis. 

But market watchers 
were divided over what the 
Dow milestone — or even 
what a potential new all- 
time high — really means. 
To some, it’s an important 
booster to hearts and 
minds, making investors 
optimistic and more will¬ 
ing to bet on the market.

nuts it could eat each day. 
After 15 days, the children 
remembered their mothers 
got tired of long diets, so 
they made the squirrel a 
cake as a reward.

Looters steal S200K 
after hoarder’s death

ALBURGH, Vt. - It took 
months for anyone to dis¬ 
cover that an eccentric 
man known simply as 
Radkin had died, crushed 
under a tractor-pulled 
horse trailer on his prop¬ 
erty on the shores of Lake 
Champlain in northern 
Vermont. But it didn’t take 
long for looters to ransack 
the hoarder’s dilapidated 
house, police say, haul¬ 
ing off antiques, a vehicle, 
scrap metal and more than 
$200,000 in gold coins. 

Four people, including at 
least one who police sus¬ 
pect knew the 66-year-old 
Radkin, are facing charges 
of stealing the coins and 
cashing them in at coin and 
jewelry stores. Police ex¬ 
pect to make more arrests. 

The property includes 
a dilapidated brick house 
and outbuildings full to the 
brim with stuff. 

“What it is is a hoard¬ 
er’s house,” said Vermont 
State Police Sgt. Maurice 


Lamothe, who is inves¬ 
tigating the burglaries. 
“The exterior is covered in 
outbuildings, cars, trailers 
and everyone one of them 
is full, I mean full to the 
top. I had never been in a 
hoarder’s house prior to 
this. The rooms, you can’t 
walk through them, you 
can’t walk through any of 
them.” 

Charged are Ricky 
Benjamin, 35, and Mark 
Mumley, 52, both of Al- 
burgh, and Shawn Farrell, 
41, of Swanton, who have 
significant prior records, 
Lamothe said. Mumley is 
being held on $75,000 and 
Benjamin was released 
on bail. A fourth suspect 
—32-year-old Jennifer Jar¬ 
vis of Alburgh — was re¬ 
leased after being issued a 
citation. 

Police said Thursday 
the defendants sold coins 
ranging in value from $350 
to $1,800 to coin and jewel¬ 
ry dealers in another coun¬ 
ty after allegedly claiming 
they’d inherited the coins.

school system,” he said. “I 
was able to observe teach¬ 
ers real well, probably 
better than some of the 
people at the central of¬ 
fice. Everybody has a role 
to play. It’s a combination 
of everybody working to¬ 
gether that allows us to 
provide a great education 
for our kids. 

“I had a great camara¬ 
derie with the people who 
work in the cafeterias. It 
was a privilege. I’ve met a 
lot of great people. Their 
No. 1 interest is the kids. 
The motto of our Main¬ 
tenance Department is 
to provide the safest and 
cleanest environment pos¬ 
sible for our kids.” 

For about the past 15 
years, he’s been mainte¬ 
nance and custodial man¬ 
ager for the school district; 
“I’m second in command, 
so to speak.” But his route 
to that position has been a 
circuitous one. 

He began as a lab tech¬ 
nician at Bristol Myers in 
Evansville but transferred 
to the firm’s custodial de¬ 
partment, with its more 
stable hours, so he could 
remodel his house. Then 
he found when he got there 
that he was earning more 
money as a janitor than as 
a lab assistant. 

After about six months, 
he was promoted to head 
of housekeeping on the 
second shift. “That’s 
how I got associated with 
housekeeping,” and really 
learned the trade when the 
firm sent him to school in 
Georgia and Illinois. 

But he left Bristol My¬ 
ers in 1973 and worked 
construction until 1985, 
helping build the dams 
at Uniontown and New¬ 
burgh, as well as some of 
the power lines and power 
plants in the region. “My 
specialty was building

other utility companies 
and is considering clos¬ 
ing power plants in order 
to adjust for the loss of 


scaffolding high in the air 
for pipefitters. There’s no 
blueprint on how to do it. 
You just have to impro¬ 
vise.” It could also get in¬ 
teresting at times, he said: 
“I left my fingerprints in 
some of the steel down 
there at Big Rivers.” 

He left construction 
when he was offered the 
head custodial job at North 
Middle School, which paid 
less money, but provided 
a steady paycheck and 
involved a much shorter 
commute than Center- 
town, Ky. He stayed at 
North seven years before 
being promoted to the 
Maintenance Department 
in 1992, where he was ini¬ 
tially custodial manager. 

“I come from a family 
that does have a good work 
ethic,” he said, noting he 
has a number of relatives 
who also have worked for 
the school district. “I’ve 
always been a person who 
works with his hands, 
and they work with their 
brains.” 

But Williams, 69, is no 
slouch when it comes to 
intellectual pursuits. He 
reads a great deal, allow¬ 
ing him to talk at length 
about mathematics or 
quantum physics, and is 
extremely knowledgeable 
about horticulture (he’s a 
member of the Western 
Kentucky Nut Growers 
Association.) 

So he’ll have plenty to 
keep him busy in his re¬ 
tirement. “I have a honey- 
do list that I plan to do. I’m 
going to do some remodel¬ 
ing on my house and I have 
several hobbies. I enjoy 
playing the guitar and the 
piano. I try to play (gui¬ 
tar) in the style of Chet 
Atkins.” 

And his advice to any¬ 
one who wants to emulate 
him? “You’ve got to set 
goals for yourself,” he said. 
“Set goals and have a plan. 
If you fail to plan, you plan 
to fail.”

“They would come in 
the weeks, months and 
years to follow in waves 
and in buckets,” said Ev¬ 
elyn Husband Thompson. 

She assured everyone, 
though, that healing is 
possible and that blessings 
can arise from hardships. 
She attended the ceremony 
with her two children, her 
second husband and San¬ 
dra Anderson, widow of 
Columbia astronaut Mi¬ 
chael Anderson. 

“God bless the families 
of STS-107,” said Thomp¬ 
son, referring to the mis¬ 
sion designation for Co¬ 
lumbia’s last mission. 
“May our broken hearts 
continue to heal and may 
beauty continue to replace 
the ashes.” 

A pair of songs added 
to the emotion of the day. 
The young nephew of a 
NASA worker performed a 
song he wrote, “16 Minutes 
from Home,” on the key¬ 
board, along with a vocal¬ 
ist. And Grammy award¬ 
winning BeBe Winans, 
an R&B and gospel singer, 
performed “Ultimate Sac¬ 
rifice,” which he wrote for 
soldiers serving overseas 
in harm’s way. 

As it turns out, Ander¬ 
son had taken a CD of Wi¬ 
nans’ music took into orbit 
with him. It was recovered 


in the debris that rained 
down on East Texas that 
fateful morning. Winans 
did not know that until it 
was mentioned at Friday’s 
ceremony. 

“I honor you today, I re¬ 
ally do honor the families 
and those who have given 
the ultimate sacrifice,” he 
added. Some in the crowd 
wiped away tears as he 
sang. 

Also present were 44 
students from Israel, the 
homeland of Columbia 
astronaut Ilan Ramon. He 
was Israel’s first astronaut. 


The teenagers were 
proud to note that they go 
to the same school as Ra¬ 
mon once did. They wore 
white sweat shirts with an 
emblem of their nation’s 
first spaceman and the re¬ 
ligious items he took into 
orbit. 

“He represented Israel 
in the best way possible, 
so I think it’s an honor for 
us to be here,” said Eden 
Mordechai, 15. 

The other Columbia 
crew members were co¬ 
pilot William McCool, 
Kalpana Chawla, Dr. 


Laurel Clark and Dr. Da¬ 
vid Brown. 

NASA’s human explora¬ 
tion chief, Bill Gerstenmai- 
er, said no single person or 
event caused the Columbia 
disaster. Rather, “a series 
of technical and cultural 
missteps” were to blame, 
dating back to the first 
shuttle launch in 1981 when 
fuel-tank foam insulation 
started coming off and do¬ 
ing damage. 

A chunk of foam 
punched a hole in Co¬ 
lumbia’s left wing during 
liftoff, leading to the cata¬ 
strophic re-entry. 

The astronaut who led 
the charge back to shuttle 
flight two years later, Ei¬ 
leen Collins, stressed that 
the 30-year shuttle pro¬ 
gram had its share of suc¬ 
cesses along the way and 
achieved its ultimate goal, 
building the International 
Space Station. 

The shuttles were re¬ 
tired in 2011. 

“We still miss you,” Col¬ 
lins said of the Columbia 
seven. “How can we ever 
thank you for your contri¬ 
butions to the great jour¬ 
ney of human discovery.” 

The hourlong ceremony 
was held in front of the 
huge black granite monu¬ 
ment bearing the names of 
all 24 astronauts who have 
died in the line of NASA 
duty. The three-man crew 
of Apollo 1 died in the Jan. 
27,1967, launch pad fire.

one of three rural electric 
cooperatives that are the 
only customers of Big Riv¬ 
ers Electric Corp. Kenergy 
President and CEO Greg 
Starheim said the smelters 
account for “probably 80 to 
90 percent” of the electric¬ 
ity it delivers. 

“Providing a legal termi¬ 
nation notice is very black 
and white,” Starheim said. 
“They have their senior ex¬ 
ecutives saying they’re go¬ 
ing to shut the plant. It is 
not a game of chicken. That 
termination notice is a le¬ 
gally binding document.” 

“They’re saying their 
current plan is to cease 
operations in 12 months 
and they have no current 
plans to restart,” said Big 
Rivers President and CEO 
Mark Bailey. 


Big Rivers is also heavily 
dependant on the smelters; 
they consume 70 percent 
of the electricity it pro¬ 
duces. “This is something 
that is really unique to Big 
Rivers,” said Andrew Mel- 
nykovych, spokesman for 
the Kentucky Public Ser¬ 
vice Commission. “There’s 
no other utility in Ken¬ 
tucky, and perhaps not in 
the United States, that has 
70 percent of its load com¬ 
ing from two customers.” 

So Big Rivers and Ken¬ 
ergy have a lot to lose. 
So do the approximately 
112,000 other customers 
in the Big Rivers system, 
because they’ll be on the 
line for millions of dollars 
of fixed costs if the smelt¬ 
ers shut down or begin 
buying their electricity on 
the open market. 

To some extent, the no¬ 
tice filed Thursday is an 
outgrowth of the hugely 


complicated $1.1 billion 
transaction commonly 
called the “unwind,” 
which was finalized in 
2009 after more than six 
years of negotiating. Un¬ 
der that agreement Big 
Rivers took back control 
of four power plants and 
got a large infusion of cash 
so that E.ON U.S. could get 
out from under a money¬ 
losing lease agreement 16 
years early. 

The deal gave the smelt¬ 
ers what were then below- 
market electric prices, but it 
required them to provide a 
year’s notice if they decided 
to stop buying power from 
Big Rivers and Kenergy. 

Meanwhile, the alumi¬ 
num market continues to 
get hammered by foreign 
competition. The North 
American market share 
dropped from 41 percent 
in 1974 to 11 percent in 2011. 
Of the 24 U.S. aluminum 


smelters operating in 
2000, only 10 are still 
smelting. 

None of the parties in¬ 
volved would provide a 
copy of the document that 
Alcan sent to the utilities, 
and the only thing on the 
PSC website is a letter say¬ 
ing that the notice of termi¬ 
nation had been delivered. 

Rio Tinto Alcan spokes¬ 
man Kenny Barkley noted 
that Big Rivers is current¬ 
ly seeking a rate increase 
based on the possible loss 
of the Hawesville smelter 
as a customer. The Sebree 
smelter is currently paying 
about $50 per megawatt 
hour now, he said, and the 
proposed increase would 
jump that to $60. “No alu¬ 
minum smelter is going to 
survive on $60 power. It’s 
unsustainable, it’s unprof¬ 
itable for us. At $50 we’re 
way above what North 
American smelters pay 


now. It’s extremely high. 

“We’ve done our best to 
work with Big Rivers and 
Kenergy on finding ways 
to lower our power costs. 
We’ve made good head¬ 
way. Starting today we’ve 
got to find a solution before 
that 12 months is out. We 
feel confident we can do 
that. There’s no blame on 
anybody. It’s just compa¬ 
nies trying to do what’s 
best for their customers 
and themselves.” 

Big Rivers CEO Bailey 
also expressed hope that 
the situation can yet be re¬ 
solved. . “We’ve had a great 
relationship over 40 years 
or so,” he said. “We’ve 
worked together in a very 
businesslike way,” and 
the discussions have rela¬ 
tively amicable because 
both sides are trying to 
represent their respective 
constituencies as best they 
can. “We’re trying to make 


sure our customers aren’t 
unfairly burdened either.” 

Kenergy’s Starheim 
made a similar point, say¬ 
ing the utilities can’t be ex¬ 
pected to fix the aluminum 
industry. “We certainly 
wouldn’t expect our other 
members ... to pay more 
to subsidize one industry. 
We need to treat all of our 
members fairly. 

“We have the utmost re¬ 
spect for the Alcan man¬ 
agement team. I would 
characterize our relation¬ 
ship as very strong and 
cooperative. We’re going 
to do everything we can 
to keep the plant open. It’s 
the right thing to do. 

“We would hate to see 
the local economy nega¬ 
tively impacted by the 
closure of these facilities. 
These are our members. 
We are certainly going 
to try to do everything to 
help them.” 
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■ Harbaugh and Har- 
baugh?: John and Jim 
Harbaugh said that they can 
envision someday coaching 
for the same team.

Kentucky (14-6, 5-2) 
enters Saturday’s game at 
Texas A&M (13-7,3-4) with 
the 6-foot-10 forward lead¬ 
ing the nation in blocked 
shots at 4.8 per game. 
Noel has 95 swats, more 
than halfway to Anthony 
Davis’ record of 186 during 
Kentucky’s championship 
run last season. 

Noel downplays ongo¬ 
ing comparisons to the 
former All-American, 
though he wants to break 
Davis’ mark. 

“My focus was to be a 
complete basketball player 
and I know shot-blocking 
was one of my special¬ 
ties,” said Noel, who’s also 
averaging 10.2 points, 9.3 
rebounds, 4.8 assists and 
2.4 steals per game. 

“Blocking shots has 
been in me from a young 
age. I always took pride in 
it pride and have always 
thought to build on it. It’s 
probably the best thing 
I’ve done.”

Jim, coach of the San 
Francisco 49ers, said, 
“Definitely, I would work 
for him.” 

Super Bowl tradition 
dictates that the coach¬ 
es meet with the media 
separately two days be¬ 
fore the Super Bowl. That 
custom was altered Fri¬ 
day because, after all, two 
brothers have never before 
coached against each other 
in the Super Bowl. 

Wearing a dark suit, 
white shirt, striped tie 
and laced business shoes, 


John settled into a direc¬ 
tor’s chair behind a Ra¬ 
vens helmet. Jim, wearing 
a 49ers hat, a sweat shirt, 
khaki pants and running 
shoes, sat in an identical 
chair behind a San Fran¬ 
cisco helmet. 

Calling it “an exciting 
moment,” John ticked off 
the names of family mem¬ 
bers in attendance, in¬ 
cluding his parents. They 
posed for pictures with 
grandfather Joe Cipiti on 
the stage afterward, too. 

Jack Harbaugh, their 
father, was a successful 
college coach. His sons fol¬ 
lowed in his footsteps, but 
on different paths. There 
was one time, however, 
when the routes nearly 
merged. 

“We almost made it 
happen at Stanford at one 
time,” John said. “It would 
be an honor to have him 
on the staff.

NEWORLEANS- NFL Com¬ 
missioner Roger Goodell 
wants to share the blame. 

“Safety,” he said at his 
annual Super Bowl news 
conference, “is all of our 
responsibilities.” 

Not surprisingly, given 
that thousands of for¬ 
mer players are suing the 
league about its handling 
of concussions, the topics 
of player health and im¬ 
proved safety dominated 
Goodell’s 45-minute ses¬ 
sion Friday. And he often 
sounded like someone 
seeking to point out that 


he caught three of Steve 
Young’s six touchdown 
passes in beating the San 
Diego Chargers 49-26 in 
Miami. 

Rice started the game 
with a 44-yard reception 
from Young and finished 
with 10 catches for 149 
yards. 

On the third play from 
scrimmage at the Chargers 
44, Rice beat a linebacker 
and split safeties Stanley 
Richard and Darren Car¬ 
rington to catch Young’s 
pass at the 15 and eased 
into the end zone. 

Young completed 24 
of 36 passes for 325 yards 
and no interceptions while 
running for 49 more yards 
to capture MVP honors, 
showing the world he was 
finally out from under the 
long shadow of Joe Mon¬ 
tana, who led the franchise 
to its first four Lombardi 
trophies. 


players or others are at 
fault for some of the sport’s 
problems — and need to 
help fix them.

But we took that step and 
we went through the door 
this year.

That will be up to the

He 
throws a tight spiral with 
a lot of velocity but he can 
also get outside the pocket 
and get away from you.” 

It pained former 49ers

The 
Niners ended an eight-year 
stretch without a playoff 
berth or winning record, 
then lost 20-17 in overtime

NFL, the coaching staffs, 
executives and players, we 
all share that responsibility. 
That’s what I regret, that I 
wasn’t able to make that 
point clearly enough with 
the union.” 

He addressed other sub¬ 
jects, such as a “new gener¬ 
ation of the Rooney Rule” 
after none of 15 recently 
open coach or general 
manager jobs went to a 
minority candidate, mean¬ 
ing “we didn’t have the 
outcomes we wanted”; us¬ 
ing next year’s Super Bowl 
in New Jersey as a test for 
future cold-weather, out¬ 
door championship games; 
and saying he welcomed 


championship matchup. 

In November, Harbaugh 
switched quarterbacks, 
sitting starter Alex Smith 
for the mobile Kaepernick, 
and the 49ers began to 
thrive running the pistol 
offense. 

“Jim went all in,” Young 
said. “There’s this bridge 
now that they can have 
success, get more con¬ 
fidence, go to the Super 
Bowl.” 

And there’s no better 
place for No. 6 than the 
site of one of their great¬ 
est triumphs. 

“It’s like old home 
week,” said 49ers CEO 
Jed York, the nephew and 
godson of the five-time 
championship owner, Ed¬ 
die DeBartolo Jr. 

“I just think we had 
players who played well 
in the big game,” Rice said. 
“My best football that I 
played, I think, happened 
in the playoffs and in the 
Super Bowl. I think it’s the 
same with these players. I 
think that’s why we’ve had 
so much success over the 
years — being able to keep 
your composure and being 
able to execute under pres¬ 
sure. I see the same thing 
with this team.” 

Rice insists he could 
still play today — even at 
50 — and give the Niners 
10 to 20 plays. 

“I would love to catch a 
ball from this guy because 
he has such a strong arm 
and the ball is up on you 
so fast it gives you the op¬ 
portunity to do something 
with it,” Rice said of Kae¬ 
pernick. “I’m just going to 
live through these guys 
and wish them the best.”

CLEVELAND - For countless 
Browns fans, time has not 
healed. Art Modell’s move 
remains an open wound. 

And even in death, he 
torments them. 

Modell, the late Cleve¬ 
land owner credited with 
helping the NFL grow in 
prominence but whose deci¬ 
sion to relocate his franchise 
to Baltimore 17 years ago 
obscures his accomplish¬ 
ments, is one of 15 finalists 
up for election to the Pro 
Football Hall of Fame. 

Modell’s case for in¬ 
duction — he was also a 
finalist in 2002 — could 
spark the liveliest debate 
in New Orleans on Satur¬ 
day among 46 Hall of Fame 
committee members, who 
will select between four 
and seven new members 
on the eve of the Ravens 
meeting the San Francisco 
49ers in the Super Bowl. 

His supporters con¬ 
tend Modell helped create 
America’s most popular 
sport. 

His detractors will nev¬ 
er forget one despicable 
deed. 

“It would be aterrible thing 
for the NFL if he ever got in,” 
said Michelle DiBartolo, 
president of Canton’s chap¬ 
ter of the Browns Backers, a 
worldwide fan club of more 
than 100,000. “I haven’t met 
one Browns fan who said 
he deserves it. Anyway, he 
doesn’t have the qualifica¬ 
tions. How do you put Art 
Modell next to Paul Brown? 
That blows my mind.”

You have tried might¬

and your father simply 
dons his fireproof busi¬ 
ness suit and charges on 
through. 

I suggest you step back 
and let both parties man¬ 
age this themselves. Your 
in-laws have graciously 
and respectfully handled 
your father’s business 
ideas; unless they ask you 
to intervene, you should 
assume that they under¬ 
stand what is going on and 
will find a way to build a 
better wall. 

Most families have at 
least one member who is at 
least a little embarrassing. 
Your burden is to tolerate 
the feelings your father’s 
behavior causes in you and 
not make excuses for him 
to other people.

You should ask your 
daughter if she would 
invite you to join her in 
therapy so that you could 
learn the truth about what 
she has been through. She 
may have solid reasons for 
keeping her distance from 
her brother, and you should 
encourage her to be brave 
enough to disclose them.

Accountant 
charged with 
embezzling 
$ 200,000 
from church

MUNCIEJnd.- A central In¬ 
diana woman faces federal 
charges alleging that she 
embezzled nearly $200,000 
from a church while work¬ 
ing as its accountant and 
used the money for vaca¬ 
tions, clothing and other 
personal indulgences. 

Angela Renee Linder, 
42, is charged with wire 
fraud, a federal offense 
that carries a maximum 
20-year prison term and 
$250,000 fine. She was 
scheduled to appear this 
week in U.S. District Court 
in Indianapolis for an ini¬ 
tial hearing. 

The Star Press reports 
that Linder worked as an 
accounting administrator 
for Union Chapel United 
Methodist Church from 
2001 to 2010. Her duties in¬ 
cluded handling the Mun- 
cie church’s payroll and its 
credit card accounts. 

Federal prosecutors 
said that Linder used her 
access to the church’s fi¬ 
nances to bilk it out of 
nearly $200,000 and used 
the money for vacations to 
Chicago and Gatlinburg, 
Tenn., to buy clothing, pay 
for meals and finance home 
improvements. 

Court records indicate 
Linder and her attorney, 
Mark McKinney, have ne¬ 
gotiated a plea agreement 
with federal prosecutors. 

U.S. Attorney Joe Hog- 
sett says Linder will plead 
guilty at a May 23 hear¬ 
ing. 

In her proposed plea 
agreement, Linder is said 
to have “demonstrated a 
recognition and affirmative 
acceptance of personal re¬ 
sponsibility for her crimi¬ 
nal conduct,” according to 
court documents. 



People may be able to 
take things away from 
us, but they can never rob 
us of that blessed peace 
in knowing that we are 
a child of God.

of the Second Birth. The 
reason He had so much 
trouble reconciling the 
two was that he was look¬ 
ing at it from a purely hu¬ 
manistic perspective. He 
was not seeing the whole 
picture! 

Jesus said to him, “Ex¬ 
cept a man be born again 
he cannot see the kingdom 
of God” (John 3:3). 

He then proceeded to 
ask the next logical ques¬ 
tion he knew: “How can a 
man be born again when 
he is old? Can he enter the 
second time into his moth¬ 
er’s womb and be born?” 

We know that such a 
thing is impossible as did 
Nicodemus. Nicodemus 
was thinking in terms of 
the physical while Christ 
was talking in terms of the 
spiritual. 


Jesus said to this leader 
of the Jews, “Except a man 
be born of water and of the 
Spirit, he cannot enter into 
the kingdom of God.” 

He went on to explain, 
“That which is born of 
the flesh is flesh; and that 
which is born of the Spirit 
is spirit. Marvel not that I 
say unto you, you must be 
born again.” 

With these words of the 
Lord, Nicodemus started 
to make the connection. 
He began to realize that 
there is much more to our 
existence than what we 
can see, hear, taste, smell 
and feel in this physical 
realm of existence. 

He was beginning to 
understand the distinc¬ 
tion between the physical 
and spiritual as Christ ex¬ 
plained it to him. 

You too can know the 
great blessing it is to be a 


child of God by opening 
your heart to our Lord and 
Savior. 

Don’t try to make sense 
of it with the human mind. 
It is way too marvelous 
and great to understand 
with human wisdom. 
There are some things we 
just have to accept by faith 
that they are so, and spiri¬ 
tual truth is one of them 
and the most important of 
them all. 

You may be like Ni¬ 
codemus today, seeking 
truth and meaning to life’s 
toughest questions. You 
can go to the only true 
source of all knowledge by 
placing your trust in Him. 

Any and all answers 
of life’s problems can be 
found in His holy Word if 
we read it and apply it to 
our lives.

Evangelical churches refining message on gay issues 


■ Demographics among reasons for change

NASHVILLE,Tenn. —The Rev. Robert Jeffress 
has changed the way he talks about ho¬ 
mosexuality from the pulpit. 

The pastor of the 11,000-member First 
Baptist Church in Dallas hasn’t stopped 
preaching that homosexual sex is sinful, 
but he no longer singles it out for special 
condemnation. 

Now, Jeffress says he usually talks 
about homosexuality within “a bigger 
context of God’s plan for sex between 
one man and one woman in a lifetime 
relationship called marriage.” 

“It would be the height of hypocrisy to 
condemn homosexuality and not adultery 
or unbiblical divorce,” he said, explaining 
that the Bible allows divorce only in cases 
of adultery or desertion. He also includes 
premarital sex on that list. 

The pressure to change the way ho¬ 
mosexuality is addressed in evangelical 
churches is increasing as mainstream 
support for gay and lesbian issues in¬ 
creases. 

This support is especially strong 
among young adults, and researchers say 
they don’t expect this group to become 
more conservative on the issue as they 
get older. 

In a 2011 survey by the nonprofit Public 
Religion Research Institute, 62 percent of 


adults between 18 and 29 years old said 
they supported gay marriage and 71 per¬ 
cent supported civil unions. 

Among adults 65 and older, those num¬ 
bers were 31 percent in favor of marriage 
and 51 percent for civil unions. 

Asked about the perception that “reli¬ 
gious groups are alienating young people 
by being too judgmental about gay and 
lesbian issues,” 69 percent of the younger 
group agreed with the statement. 

Another recent poll by the Pew Fo¬ 
rum on Religion and Public Life found 
that nearly 20 percent of adult Ameri¬ 
cans now describe themselves as unaf¬ 
filiated with any specific religion and 
the problem for evangelical churches 
is apparent. 

“Evangelicals have been sobered by 
studies that show people are dropping out 
of church in droves,” said Bill Leonard, 
dean of Wake Forest University’s Divinity 
School. That has affected how they relate 
to marginalized people, including gays 
and lesbians. 

“I’m amazed at the changes, the soften¬ 
ing of the rhetoric to be more compassion¬ 
ate,” Leonard said. “There’s a realization 
that the idea of ‘love the sinner, hate the 
sin’ comes across as pretty cold.” 

Demographics isn’t the only force driv¬ 
ing changes in the evangelical response 
to gays and lesbians. 

As it becomes safer for gays and

lesbians to come out of the closet, it be¬ 
comes increasingly more likely that evan¬ 
gelicals know gays and lesbians person¬ 
ally, researchers say. 

“Over the last five to 10 years, evan¬ 
gelicals have been faced with the issue 
even more poignantly as their sons and 
daughters come out of the closet,” Leon¬ 
ard said. “... It has become more difficult 
to dismiss ‘those people.’” 

Justin Lee, founder of the Gay Christian 
Network, is one of those children. 

Like most evangelicals, Lee grew 
up believing that the Bible was to be 
taken pretty much at face value, but in 
wrestling with the realization that he 


was gay, he has found a more nuanced 
way to read Scripture. Now he works to 
foster understanding of gays and lesbians 
within evangelical institutions. 

“I do hear from church leaders and 
pastors, who say, ‘I already know where 
I stand, but how can I be more loving and 
gracious to the gay community without 
compromising my convictions?”’ Lee said. 
“There are a lot of things I say, but chief 
among them is that the more you listen to 
people and ask about their lives and sto¬ 
ries, the more you are able to show grace 
and love, even if you don’t agree.” 

Jeffress, who has gay and lesbian mem¬ 
bers in his church, tries to be compassion¬ 
ate and understanding. 

He said he is open to the possibility that 
sexual orientation has a genetic basis that 
cannot be cured or prayed away. 

“I think we were too quick to dismiss 
the possibility of a genetic predisposi¬ 
tion,” Jeffress said. 

But that hasn’t altered his belief the 
Bible teaches that acting on homosexual 
desire is sinful, and he feels it is his re¬ 
sponsibility to talk about it with his con¬ 
gregation. 

“We cannot pick and choose what parts 
of God’s word we are called to share,” he 
said. “God gave it to us, not to hurt people, 
but to help people.” 

But Jeffress said he was concerned 
that some other evangelical pastors were 
shirking this responsibility. 

“My sense is that people are just avoid¬ 
ing the subject, by and large,” he said. 


New Christian should now 
work on spiritual growth

Celebs now fashionable targets in hoax 911 calls 


■ ‘Swatting’ has lawmakers considering 
stiffer consequences for pranksters

Los Angeles - Celebrities have 
long contended with the occa¬ 
sional downsides of stardom — 
tabloid scandals, stalkers, box 
office bombs, the paparazzi. N 
ow, add “swatting” to the list — a 
prank that sends police charging 
to the gates of stars’ homes on 
false reports of gunmen, hostag¬ 
es or other crimes in progress. 

Instead of bad guys, respond¬ 
ing officers, police dogs, helicop¬ 
ters and sometimes swat teams 
have found only stunned domes¬ 
tic and security staff unaware 
of any trouble — because there 
wasn’t any. 

The recent hoax 911 calls to 
the homes of Tom Cruise, Justin 
Bieber, Ashton Kutcher, Chris 
Brown and other stars are lead¬ 
ing authorities to eye some 911 
calls with extra suspicion and 
lawmakers to call for stiffer pen¬ 
alties for the pranksters. 

“This is a very vexing problem 
that needs to be fixed at the ear¬ 
ly stages,” said California State 
Sen. Ted Lieu, who is proposing 
tough consequences, includ¬ 
ing hefty fines, for those caught 
swatting. “If this isn’t resolved, 
this will result in a tragic situ¬ 
ation.” 

Swatting is the rare trend 
that actually didn’t start in Hol¬ 
lywood. Authorities in Dallas, 
Washington state, Alabama and 
elsewhere have arrested teens 
and young men for bogus 911 
calls that have drawn large po¬ 
lice responses and in some cases, 
resulted in innocent people be¬ 
ing detained by police.

The term comes from the 
pranksters’ desire to have heav¬ 
ily armed special weapons teams 
dispatched to their calls. That 
doesn’t always happen, but the 
calls tie up resources ranging 
from dispatchers, patrol offi¬ 
cers, helicopters, detectives and 
cyber-crime specialists. 

The Beverly Hills Police De¬ 
partment estimated more than 
half of its emergency resources 
were occupied with the Cruise 
swatting call on Jan. 17. It was 
just one of a rash of calls aimed 
at celebrities over the next sev¬ 
eral days, including a false claim 
there was a domestic violence in¬ 
cident at Brown’s home. 


“We’re getting much better 
at deciphering what is real and 
what is not,” said Steve Whit¬ 
more, a spokesman for the Los 
Angeles County Sheriff’s De¬ 
partment. The agency has han¬ 
dled calls at Bieber’s home and a 
former Kardashian family home. 

Patrol units will check out ev¬ 
ery call but will hold off calling 
in the big guns until signs of an 
actual crime emerge, he said. 

Authorities in the Los Angeles 
area are concerned that the high- 
profile calls against stars are in¬ 
spiring copycats who perhaps 
notice the immediate attention 
swatting incidents command on 
tabloid news sites. 

Los Angeles police Cmdr. 
Andrew Smith said the depart¬ 
ment has seen an increase in the 
number of swatting calls since 
last year, when stars such as 
Kutcher, Bieber and Cyrus were 
targeted. 

“People are jumping on the 
bandwagon thinking it’s funny 
or a clever or interesting,” Smith 
said. The calls aren’t just tying 
up patrol officers, but also in¬ 
vestigators probing the pranks 
who could be assigned to larger 
crimes. 

“The last thing we want to 
have our detectives do is spend a 
bunch of time on a foolish prank 
like this,” he said. “We want our 
detective handling robberies, 
burglaries and other crimes.” 

Police arrested a 12-year-old 
boy in December who is sus¬ 
pected of placing swatting calls 
at numerous homes, including 
Kutcher’s. 

That call brought out many 
heavily-armed officers and 
prompted the actor to leave the 
set of “Two and a Half Men” to 
make sure his home and workers 
were safe. 

Prosecutors are still

evaluating potential charges 
against the boy. 

“If we catch you, and we’re 
going to catch you, you’re going 
to be prosecuted,” Smith said. 
“We’ve got some pretty clever 
detectives in this department. 
They’ll find out who did these 
things.” 

There are also concerns that 
swatting will lead officers to 
treat certain 911 calls differently. 

“At some point, we don’t want 
law enforcement to feel like this 
is another cry-wolf situation,” 
Lieu said. 

Smith said that’s a possibility, 
but he said officers are being told 
to treat all 911 calls with caution, 
even if they know they’re travel¬ 
ing to a celebrity’s home and the 
call has the traits of a prank. 

The California bill, which 
is also being proposed by 


Assemblyman Mike Gatto, 
would increase the penalties for 
convicted swatters to up to three 
years in jail if someone was hurt 
as a result of their call, and also 
make them responsible for the 
costs of the emergency response. 

Whitmore and Smith said they 
did not have precise estimates 
for how much swatting calls 
cost, and it does not appear any 
agency is tracking the phenom¬ 
enon nationwide. 

The term swatting was coined 
by the Dallas FBI office a few 
years ago after its agents busted 
a group responsible for 60 hoax 
calls around the nation. 

The group’s leader was sen¬ 
tenced to more than five years in 
prison and ordered to pay more 
than $75,000 in fines, although 
most swatting calls are handled 
by local authorities.

Imagine for a moment 
a Super Bowl without the 
avocado. No tubs of guaca¬ 
mole to be defiled by dou¬ 
ble-dipping guests at your 
big game-day party. No 
chunks of creamy green 
flesh with which to spike 
your salsa or scatter over 
nachos. 

If that’s hard to picture, 
it’s because the avocado 
has so completely — and 
so quickly — attached it¬ 
self to this utterly unre¬ 
lated sporting event. 

As recently as 13 years 
ago the avocado wasn’t 
the football juggernaut it 
is today. It has been a re¬ 
lentless and cunning cam¬ 
paign to victory, achieved 
in part through marketing 
muscle. 

Back at the turn of this 
century, Americans ate a 
mere 8 million pounds of 
avocados during Super 
Bowl festivities. Appar¬ 
ently this needed to be 
remedied, so in 2002 the 
Hass Avocado Board was 
formed to promote the 


dominant avocado variety 
sold in the U.S. 

Today, Americans are 
expected to consume 79 
million pounds of avoca¬ 
dos around the champion¬ 
ship game. For those keep¬ 
ing score, that’s roughly 
158 million avocados. 

“They are outstand¬ 
ing marketers. We can 
all learn something from 
them,” Kathy Means, vice 
president of government 
affairs for the Produce 
Marketing Association, 
says of avocado marketing 


groups, which also include 
the California Avocado 
Commission. “It’s part of 
the Super Bowl culture. It’s 
not just associated with it; 
it’s ingrained in it.” 

Of course, some credit 
for the ascendance of the 
avocado goes to the na¬ 
tion’s burgeoning Latino 
population and the grow¬ 
ing popularity of Hispanic 
foods, including guaca¬ 
mole (which, by the way, 
dates to the Aztecs). Cinco 
de Mayo previously had 
been the top guac day, but 


that’s an association that 
makes sense. 

Connecting foods and 
events that share no true 
cultural bond is no simple 
matter. Plenty of produce 
lobbyists have tried. 

“I used to run the kiwi- 
fruit commission,” says 
Scott Horsfall, CEO of the 
California Leafy Greens 
Marketing Agreement. 
“We used to try to get 
some promotion around 
Groundhog Day because 
kiwis and groundhogs are 
both fuzzy. But we never 
got much attention there.” 

So why the avocado 
and why the Super Bowl? 
Broadly speaking, it helps 
that the Super Bowl has 
morphed from athletic 
event to all-out national 
party. And that has meant 
a windfall for many party- 
friendly foods on what the 
Snack Foods Association 
deems the “biggest snack¬ 
ing day of the year.” 

Chicken wings, for ex¬ 
ample. Americans will 
consume more than 1.23 
billion of them this week¬ 
end, according to the Na¬ 
tional Chicken Council’s 


2013 Wing Report. They 
also will also eat roughly 
15 million pizzas, accord¬ 
ing to trade publication 
Pizza Today. And then 
there are all those beers 
and potato chips. 

Some of the avocado’s 
success is a matter of timing. 

Avocados from Mexico 


and other south-of-the- 
border points — the source 
of more than half of those 
consumed in the U.S. — 
are in season four times a 
year. And the Super Bowl 
happened to be an excel¬ 
lent excuse to market 
around one of those sea¬ 
sons.

Today is Saturday, Feb, 2, the 33rd day 
of 2013. There are 332 days left in the year. 
This is Groundhog Day. 

Today’s highlight in history: 

On Feb, 2,1913, New York City’s rebuilt 
Grand Central Terminal officially opened 
to the public at one minute past midnight. 

On this date: 

In 1887, Punxsutawney, Pa., held its first 
Groundhog Day festival. 

In 1912, Frederick R. Law parachuted 
from the torch of the Statue of Liberty in 
a stunt filmed by Pathe News. 

In 1943, the remainder of Nazi forces 
from the Battle of Stalingrad surrendered 
in a major victory for the Soviets in World 
War II. 

In 1961, hijackers of a Portuguese ocean 
liner, the Santa Maria, allowed the pas¬ 
sengers and crew to disembark in Brazil, 
a week and a-half after seizing the ship. 

In 1971, Idi Amin, having seized power 
in Uganda, proclaimed himself president. 

Ten years ago: The search continued 
for pieces of the space shuttle Columbia, a 
day after the spacecraft disintegrated dur¬ 
ing re-entry over Texas, killing all seven 
astronauts. A hotel fire in northeastern 
China killed some three dozen people. 
An explosion destroyed a bank building 
in Lagos, Nigeria, killing at least 46 people. 

Five years ago: A gunman killed five 
women at a Lane Bryant store in Tinley 
Park, Ill., in an apparent botched robbery 
attempt (the case remains unsolved). For¬ 
mer Washington Redskins players Art 
Monk and Darrell Green were elected to 
the Pro Football Hall of Fame along with 
New England linebacker Andre Tippett, 
San Diego/San Francisco defensive end 
Fred Dean, Minnesota/Denver tackle 
Gary Zimmerman and senior committee 
choice, Kansas City cornerback Emmitt 
Thomas. 

One year ago: Donald Trump an¬ 
nounced his endorsement of Republican 
Mitt Romney for president.
